A  group  oi  nursing  students  enters 
a  hospital  situated  on  the  Mount  of 
Olives  in  Jerusalem,  Their  lab  coats 
are  the  same  as  you  might  see  at 
Eastern  Idaho  Regional  Medical 
Center  in  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho. 
But  today  one  of  them  might  help 
an  Arab  mother  change  her  baby's 
diaper;  while  at  another  hospital  a 
nurse  might  hold  a  sick  Jewish  child 
while  the  parent  gets  some  much- 
needed  rest. 

For  18  Ricks  College  nursing 
students,  Jerusalem  is  a  unique 
home  for  a  semester.

Once  upon  a  time. ...  on  a  pleasant  evening  that  was  quite  cool  Darrell  insisted 
that  we  go  window-shopping.  After  a  few  requests,  I  decided  that  I  would  go  with  him 
although  I  had  a  feeling  that  there  was  something  mysterious  going  about  in  his  mind. 
It  wasn't  ordinary. 

We  walked  around  the  corner  and  across  main  street  and  that  was  all  the  jewelry 
stores  in  town  canvassed.

When  Dennis  was  born  it  was  Christmas  season  and  they  were  painting  the 
windows.  The  cartoon  illustrator  was  at  the  hospital  with  his  wife.  I  was  in  the  hospital 
for  36  hours  of  labor  and  they  gave  me  paints.

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David  Earl  Empey 

David  Earl  Empey  was  born  the  second  son  on  the  21st  of  November  1958  at 
St.  Lukes  Hospital  in  Boise,  Idaho. 

David  was  also  born  in  Boise.  His  birth  was  quiet  uneventful  except  that  when 
he  spiraled  down  he  turned  so  quick  that  the  cord  wrapped  around  his  neck.  It  got 
around  his  arm  and  that  kept  it  from  chocking  him  to  death.  He  was  quite  dark  when  he 
was  born.

We 
had  everything  fixed.  All  I  asked  for  was  a  ride  to  the  hospital  and  he  made  a  big  drama 
out  of  it!  He  buzzed  so  fast  that  he  missed  the  circle  drive.  He  came  to  the  door  and  I 
said,  "  All  I  need  is  a  ride  to  the  hospital,". .  .1  told  him  I  just  needed  a  ride  and  told  my 
mother  (Grandma  Weaver)  good  bye  and  I  hoped  I  would  get  there  alright." 

He  just  whipped  out  of  there  to  the  Ten  Mile  road  and  got  on  Amity.  Then  he 
called  on  the  radio  to  the  Boise  police  and  asked  for  an  escort.  I  was  not  thrilled!  I  did 
not  think  it  was  necessary.  No  it  was  not! !  They  asked  him  what  the  emergency  was 
and  he  said  he  was  having  a  baby.  They  laughed  and  congratulated  him.  He  was  still 
hell  bent  for  an  election.  Pretty  soon  the  Boise  police  said  if  he  would  slow  down  they 
could  give  him  an  escort.

then  told  him  about  the  stupid  nurse  that  needed  fired. 

Becky  was  such  a  beautiful  baby;  dark  hair,  pretty  face  and  everyone  admired 
her.  So  thrilled  to  have  a  girl. .  .called  Daddy,  he  had  just  got  to  Moscow.  Mr.  and  Mrs.

She 
was  born  on  April  28,  1968  at  4:05  p.m. 

I  was  teaching  Richards  group  when  Julie  was  born  in  April.  My  mother 
(Grandma  Weaver)  came  and  took  care  of  Julie  and  I  finished  teaching.    That  year 
everyone  got  the  mumps;  Dave  and  Dennis  had  the  mumps  and  Steve  and  Becky.  I  was 
sitting  in  sacrament  meeting  and  had  a  funny  feeling  in  my  jaw.  I  went  home  with  the 
mumps.  We  all  got  sick!  For  the  last  six  weeks  of  pregnancy  I  had  the  mumps,  but 
delivered  fine. 

Julie  was  the  first  baby  daddy  helped  to  deliver  with  Dr.  Head.  Dad  said,  "I 
just  stood  there.  She  came  out  so  pleasant  and  she  smiled  instead  of  crying."  Julie  had  a 
brown  mole  on  her  right  knee.

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Today,  April  23,  2005, 1  (Darrell  Empey)  participated  in  an  Inservice,  at  the  Idaho  Falls 
Vocational  College,  sponsored  by  H.A.S.,  Inc.  This  is  an  agency  that  I  belong  to,  which 
is  to  assist  Caregivers  like  myself,  for  People  with  Disabiliting  Disabilities.  One  of  the 
presentations  gave  this  example  of  a  devoted  caregiver,  Myrna.  We  who  are  family  know 
her  as  Myrna  Clark  (Price),  sister,  cousin,  and  friend.  I  want  to  include  it  here. 

I  first  met  Myrna  when  I  called  to  invite  her  to  our  caregiver  meeting. 
She  was  reluctant  to  come  because  she  didn't  feel  like  she  could  leave  her 
sweetheart,  who  had  Alzheimer  Disease.  Finally  after  6  months  of  calling  she  finally 
came,  and  she  consistently  attended  our  meetings  for  1 1  months. 
On  occasion  she  would  bring  her  sweetheart  or  daughter. 

Myrna  started  to  loose  her  voice  thinking  it  was  just  laryngitis  or  allergies.  She 
become  very  emotional,  because  it  was  her  goal  in  life  to  care  for  her  husband  she 
loved  so  dearly.  The  family  had  to  put  their  father  in  an  Assisted  Living  Center  until 
Myrna's  health  improved. 

Myraa's  condition  did  not  improve,  after  about  three  months  she  was  diagnosed 
with  Lou  Geric  disease  in  March  of  1992.  When  I  went  to  visit  her  she  could  still 
communicate  by  writing  on  a  slate  or  gestures  with  her  hand  or  facial  expressions. 
She  still  had  a  sense  of  humor  that  made  us  laugh.  She  also  communicated  to  us  the 
love  she  had  for  her  husband. 

Myrna  died  8  months  later  on  November  9, 2002.  Her  husband  sobbed 
uncontrollably  through  the  funeral. 

In  my  entire  life  I  have  never  experienced  so  much  love  and  dedication  as  did 
Myrna  to  her  husband  and  family.  Even  though  her  husband  had  the  dreaded 
disease  of  Alzheimer's,  the  expressions  on  his  face  told  us  of  his  love  for  her. 

He  so  vividly  expressed  his  love  in  a  letter  he  wrote  to  her  in  1955  while  he  was 
serving  a  mission.  This  letter  will  tell  it  all. 

"Now  as  I  journey  into  my  field  of  labor  I  do  so  with  joy  in  my  heart  and  I  am  at  peace 
with  the  world.  When  my  memory  of  her  sweet  face  grows  dim,  I'll  not  fret.  Such  is  the 
way  of  nature.   When  at  the  end  of  my  mission  I  can  find  only  hidden  memories  of  her 
tucked  away  among  the  myriads  of  memories  of  my  mission.  I'll  not  worry  because 
deep  down  within  my  soul  will  burn  a  spark  of  love  unfanned  during  the  many  months 
that  have  transpired,  but  never  the  less  a  spark  that  will  grow  into  aflame  of  love  that 
will  consume  me  to  the  very  core.   When  we  are  together  again  it  will  seem  like  only 
yesterday  that  we  had  knelt  together  in  prayer.  Once  again  I  will  read  a  message  of 
love  in  her  warm  brown  eyes.  I'll  know  that  here  is  truly  a  daughter  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  that  I  can  love,  because  my  darling,  He  loves  you  too. "

I  am  attempting  to  write  a  short  history  of  myself  at  the 
request  of  Melba  Empey  who  has  compiled  a  history  of  the 
Long  family  with  the  exception  of  the  John  W. 
Long/Eugenie  Virgin  family  of  which  there  were  five 
members.  I  will  for  my  immediate  families  write  a  more 
detailed  account  of  the  small  things  in  my  life  that  has 
shaped  my  character  and  outlook  on  life. 

I  was  born  north  of  Rexburg,  Idaho  in  1 924  on  June  1 8  . 
At  that  time  the  family  lived  in  a  two-room  house  with  a 
dirt  roof  and  what  they  called  a  summer  porch  or  kitchen 
that  separated  the  kitchen  and  the  sleeping  quarters.  My 
father  was  in  the  process  of  constructing  a  new  home  on  the 
farm  but  it  was  not  yet  finished  at  the  time  of  his  death.  I 
also  had  a  five-room  house  that  the  family  lived  in  on 
second  north  in  Rexburg  during  the  winter  months  so  his 
family  could  go  to  school  without  fighting  the  winter  roads. 

My  father  John  Long  had  migrated  from  Bloomington, 
Idaho,  via  Louisville,  Idaho.  Where  he  wanted  to  educate 
his  family  at  the  newly  constructed  Ricks  academy  that  had 
been  started  by  the  L.D.S.  Church.  His  first  wife  Mary 
Christensen  who  had  given  him  eleven  children  died 
leaving  him  with  a  partly  grown  family  and  four  young 
children  living  at  home  or  in  school.  He  farmed  fifty  acres 
of  ground  on  the  home  place  and  had  a  sixty-acre  pasture 
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on  the  Teton  River  bottoms  just  south  of  the  present 
location  of  the  Rexburg  cemetery. 

A  neighbor  girl,  daughter  of  a  friend  who  had  moved  to  the 
Rexburg  area  from  St.  Charles  at  the  same  time  was  to  help 
out  with  the  household  chores  and  tend  the  young  family. 
This  was  sometime  in  the  early  spring  and  they  were 
married  that  fall.  My  mother's  name  was  Eugenie  Virgin 
and  she  had  one  daughter  (Francis)  and  four  boys  by  John 
Long  myself  being  the  youngest.  I  cannot  recollect  many 
things  about  my  father  because  he  passed  away  with 
stomach  cancer  when  I  was  just  short  of  three  years  old. 

My  mother  had  a  great  influence  on  my  life.  She  was  a 
very  beautiful  lady  when  she  was  young  but  even  as  she 
grew  older  she  was  regal  in  her  carriage.  I  would  not  say 
that  she  had  a  great  life.  She  married  a  man  that  was 
almost  twice  her  age  and  some  years  after  his  death  she 
married  again  mostly  out  of  loneliness,  this  was  not  a 
happy  marriage  but  she  did  have  an  additional  son  by  him 
(Harry  Jackson)  her  son  was  the  pride  of  her  life  although 
his  life  choices  were  not  the  best.  I  do  not  remember  her 
having  more  than  a  couple  of  dresses  of  her  own  because 
she  choose  to  spend  the  clothing  money  on  her  children. 
Her  friends  were  always  the  old  and  infirm  those  who  need 
a  friend  as  well  as  assistance.  She  had  been  taught  well  as 
a  child  and  was  true  to  her  beliefs.  I  can  remember  her 
long  fasts  when  one  of  the  kids  was  sick.  Because  of  the 
times  she  lived  in,  early  pioneering  of  the  farms,  the  death 
of  her  husband,  her  family  to  raise  with  only  a  fourth  grade 
education,  the  depression  years,  the  loss  of  her  home  due  to 
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the  inability  to  pay  the  taxes,  her  unsuccessful  second 
marriage  and  her  poor  health  seemed  to  take  a  heavy  toll  on 
her. 

I  had  a  great  childhood  with  lots  of  good  memories  of  my 
brothers  and  sisters  and  the  good  neighborhood  that  seemed 
to  take  care  of  each  other.  After  my  mother  remarried  I 
went  to  live  for  summer  and  part  of  a  school  year  with  one 
of  my  half  sisters  Seville  Parker  and  her  family  in  Bancroft, 
I  left  there  in  the  late  fall  after  starting  school  in  Bancroft 
and  went  back  to  Rexburg  to  live  with  my  mother.  Grant 
and  Mark  were  still  at  home  but  Evan  and  Francis  had 
already  to  strike  out  on  their  own. 

Francis  had  graduated  from  nurses  training  and  was 
working  at  the  veterans  hospital  in  Boise  when  I  finished 
the  eight  grade  and  she  found  me  a  job  working  for  a 
family  by  the  name  of  Marsh  who  lived  in  Boise.  He  was  a 
building  contractor  and  his  wife  needed  someone  to  drive 
her  around  and  do  chores,  etc.  They  were  very  good  to  me 
and  I  lived  with  them  for  almost  a  year.  I  worked  for  my 
board  and  room  and  they  seen  that  I  had  spending  money,  a 
place  to  live  and  put  me  in  school  at  the  old  Franklin  High 
school  in  Boise.  I  suffered  from  a  bad  case  of 
homesickness  and  moved  back  to  Rexburg.  During  my 
high  school  years  I  worked  before  and  after  school  for  Bill 
Fullmer  at  a  clothing  store  called  J.  P.  Croft  Company.  I 
had  also  a  job  at  the  Rexburg  Home  Bakery  cleaning  up 
and  setting  sponges  for  the  Baker  when  they  would  come  to 
work  in  the  morning.  For  two  summers  I  worked  for  one 
hundred  dollars  a  summer  plus  my  board  and  room  for  the 
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Parley  Bagley  family  in  Victor,  Idaho.  The  great 
depression  was  winding  down  and  times  were  getting 
easier,  people  were  able  to  get  jobs  and  I  was  able  to  live 
pretty  well  while  going  to  high  school,  my  cousin  Rex 
Hansen  and  I  had  a  model  A.  Ford  coupe  that  made  us 
pretty  mobile  for  a  couple  of  kids  at  the  time. 

In  the  early  forties  the  Second  World  War  was  raging  and 
all  of  the  boys  were  expected  and  wanted  to  go  into  the 
military  as  soon  as  they  could.  I  tried  to  join  the  navy 
because  my  brother  Grant  was  already  a  seaman  on  the  San 
Francisco  which  had  been  shot  up  pretty  badly  in  the  battle 
of  the  coral  seas  but  I  could  not  pass  the  physical  for  some 
very  small  problem  with  my  kidneys.  I  was  drafter  in 
August  of  1 943  and  went  to  Farragut  Naval  training  station 
in  northern  Idaho  for  basic  training.  After  boot  camp  I  was 
sent  to  Bremerton,  Washington  for  training  as  a  pharmacist 
mate.  From  Bremerton  we  were  sent  to  San  Diego  for 
additional  training.  From  there  I  spent  a  few  months  at  Port 
Hueneme,  California.  One  of  my  half  sisters  Ruby 
Farnsworth  and  her  husband  Vaun  lived  in  Glendale  and 
would  have  their  gas  stamps  so  they  could  show  my 
buddies  and  myself  around  San  Francisco  Bay  to  await 
transportation  to  the  south  Pacific.  The  ocean  was  a  new 
experience  for  me  and  I  loved  it,  we  spent  almost  three 
weeks  zig  zagging  across  the  Pacific  Ocean  to  Brisbane, 
Australia.  The  navy  had  made  a  mistake  and  had  sent  ten 
to  Australia  instead  of  Guadalcanal  where  our  base  was 
supposed  to  be.  I  loved  Australia;  it  was  like  turning  the 
clock  back  fifty  years  when  I  was  there.  We  were  kind  of 
lost  because  of  no  unit  to  be  attached  to  and  kind  of 
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wandered  around  Australia  before  being  sent  by  train 
across  the  county  to  Sidney.  From  Sidney  we  were  put  on 
a  little  TRANSPORT  ship  and  sent  across  the  Barrier  with 
stops  in  Neumaia,  New  Caledonia  and  Tulagia  before  being 
dumped  on  the  beach  in  Guadalcanal.  This  was  exciting 
for  a  kid  who  had  seen  nothing  but  mountains  and  desserts 
in  Idaho  and  now  to  see  the  deep  rain  forests  of  the  south 
pacific.  We  were  then  sent  north  to  a  group  of  islands 
called  the  Solomons  where  we  finally  caught  up  with  the 
First  Marine  division  what  we  were  attached  to.  Fleet 
Hospital  was  home  then  for  almost  two  years  where  we 
took  casualties  from  throughout  the  war  zone  that  was  all 
around  us.  I  spent  some  time  being  the  chief  medical 
officer  (seaman  and  second  class  pharmacist  mate)  on  the 
San  Juan,  an  antiaircraft  cruiser.  After  the  war  was  over  we 
spent  some  wonderful  months  island  hopping  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean  making  sure  that  there  were  no  Americans  stranded 
or  left  behind  on  any  unnamed  or  named  atoll.  Some  of  the 
natives  had  never  seen  a  white  man  and  the  would  come  up 
to  us  and  just  want  to  touch  our  white  skin  that  was  now 
yellow  from  taking  atabrin  to  stave  off  the  malaria.  In 
march  of  1946  I  was  back  in  the  Unites  States  at  San  Pedro 
naval  base  where  I  was  given  two  weeks  leave,  I  had 
expected  to  remain  in  the  navy  but  on  the  second  night 
home  I  saw  my  future  wife  Evadean  and  my  plans  changed. 
I  was  mustered  out  of  the  Navy  the  following  month. 

When  I  returned  to  Rexburg  I  got  a  job  working  at  a  service 
station  and  lived  for  a  couple  of  months  with  a  cousin  who 
had  also  returned  home  from  the  war.  This  was  short  lived, 
as  his  sister  got  tired  of  doing  our  laundry  and  feeding  us.  I 
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had  four  hundred  dollars  waiting  for  me  as  part  of  the 
inheritance  of  my  father's  estate  (the  farm),  which  was  sold 
when  I  reached  twenty-one  years  old.  I  placed  a  down 
payment  on  an  old  house  in  Rexburg  and  lived  in  part  of  it 
while  I  tried  to  remodel.  My  future  wife  was  still  in  high 
school  and  extremely  popular  with  the  boys.  I  had  been 
introduced  to  her  when  she  was  in  the  eighth  grade  by  her 
mother  who  lived  in  the  Lincoln  hotel  as  I  did.  You  would 
not  believe  the  change  in  her  in  the  years  I  was  away  during 
the  war.  Long  story  short,  I  was  able  to  convince  her  that  I 
was  the  one.  She  worked  after  school  at  an  Ice  Cream 
parlor  and  I  was  then  delivering  fuel  for  a  local  oil 
company.  We  waited  for  her  to  get  out  of  high  school  and 
we  were  married  on  June  4,  1947  in  the  Idaho  FALLS 
temple.  I  had  the  kitchen  partly  finished  and  the  bedroom 
upstairs,  we  had  to  flush  the  toilet  with  a  bucket  but  we 
were  happy  as  two  kids  could  be. 

In  November  of  1 947  a  friend  offered  me  a  service  station 
in  Ashton,  Idaho.  I  had  no  money  at  the  time  and  no  car, 
Evadean  had  to  have  an  appendectomy  so  we  sold  the  car 
to  pay  for  and  we  were  both  walking  or  riding  our  bikes  to 
work.  Jack  Harper  the  friend  said  that  if  I  would  come  to 
Ashton  he  would  put  forty-five  dollars  in  the  till  and  loan 
me  one  tank  of  gas  for  the  station  that  I  could  pay  him  back 
for  in  the  future.  I  hitch  hiked  to  Ashton  and  found  a  small 
apartment  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  small  hotel  for  us  to  live 
in.  The  ceiling  was  so  low  that  I  had  to  duck  to  keep  from 
breaking  the  light  bulbs  out  with  my  head.  Sometimes  the 
noise  from  the  pool  hall  next  door  made  it  difficult  to  sleep. 
Because  of  me  working  so  much  Evadean  was  alone  a  lot 
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and  she  would  come  down  to  the  station  just  to  break  the 
monotony.  We  made  lots  of  friends  in  Ashton  so  of  which 
we  still  have  a  close  relationship  with.  We  found  a  small 
apartment  with  two  rooms  and  a  share  the  bath  situation 
and  lived  one  year  there  before  moving  into  a  very  nice  two 
room  apartment  with  an  older  couple  sharing  the  rest  of  the 
house.  Sherry  was  born  while  living  at  the  McCarthers  in 
the  St.  Anthony  hospital  and  we  thought  our  life  was 
complete.  The  work  was  hard  but  we  were  making 
progress  and  were  able  to  buy  a  new  car.  In  1949  I  won  a 
contest  for  having  the  highest  Gallonage  station  in  the  Utah 
Oil  Company  system  for  a  two-pump  station  and  got  to  go 
back  to  New  York  for  the  World  Series. 

We  contracted  to  build  a  new  house  in  the  spring  of  1950;  it 
was  all  on  one  floor  with  a  utility  room,  two  bedrooms, 
kitchen,  and  a  living  room  with  a  fireplace  and  a  one-car 
garage.  We  were  in  seventh  heaven  and  we  were  again 
blessed  with  a  son  Scott  on  Halloween  day  1950.  In 
September  of  1951  I  purchased  a  distributorship  for 
Continental  Baking  Co.  (Wonder  Bread,  Hostess  cakes) 
and  moved  to  Idaho  Falls.  I  sold  my  service  station  to 
Tony  Maupin  in  Ashton  and  the  house  was  sold  within  two 
days;  after  we  made  the  decision  to  move.  We  found  a 
home  that  we  liked  on  Beacon  Drive  in  Idaho  Falls  and 
lived  there  for  two  years.  Steve  the  second  son  was  born 
eleven  months  after  Scott  and  Evadean  had  her  hands  more 
than  full  with  three  small  children  and  a  husband  that  was 
always  gone.  I  had  a  young  man's  syndrome  that  I  could 
outwork  any  one  and  tried  to  do  it.  The  business  was 
growing  and  I  wanted  to  add  an  additional  route  so  we 
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again  sold  our  home  and  moved  out  to  Iona  where  we  still 
live  after  a  half  dozen  remodels.  Michael  John  was  born  in 
April  of  1957  and  Daren  our  youngest  in  October  1962 
making  our  family  complete. 

I  had  always  been  a  religious  person  but  not  as  active  as  I 
should  have  been  in  my  younger  years.  I  attribute  beliefs  to 
personal  experience,  the  teaching  of  my  mother  my 
marriage  covenant  with  my  wife  and  trial  error  that  have 
proved  the  guiding  lights  in  my  life.  I  taught  the  priest 
quorum  of  and  on  for  the  nineteen  years  and  was  made  a 
bishops  counselor  under  Bishop  William  Longhurst,  I  was 
Bishop  of  Iona  Second  Ward  for  six  years  with  some  able 
councilors  Dick  Lee  and  Max  Storer.  I  was  set  apart  as 
first  counselor  under  Pres.  McKay  Gunthre  in  1980  and 
served  there  for  nine  years  (Iona  Idaho  Stake  Presidency). 

I  have  always  felt  that  I  was  in  good  health  but  had  had 
some  major  setbacks.  A  gastric  resection  for  ulcers, 
appendectomy,  a  heart  bypasses  in  1989.  In  1993  the 
doctors  found  a  malignant  melony  on  my  arm  that  was 
removed  but  it  had  spread  to  my  lymph  nodes  and  the 
spleen,  after  two  successful  surgeries  and  two  sets  of 
chemotherapy  I  have  been  able  to  hold  it  at  bay,  right  now 
the  cancer  seems  to  be  in  complete  remission. 

In  1978  I  sold  my  business  and  went  into  the  craft  and 
floral  supply  business,  before  that  I  had  acquired  the 
distributorships  for  Frito  Lay  and  Mother's  cookies.  The 
distributorships  were  housed  in  the  Iona  warehouse,  on 
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Andersen  Street  in  Idaho  Falls  and  in  the  old  Iona 
Mercantile  building. 

In  1983  I  decided  to  run  for  a  political  Office  that  of 
County  Commissioner  in  Idaho  Falls,  Bonneville  County.  I 
was  elected  on  the  first  try  and  then  reelected  five  times 
before  retiring  in  1998.  The  experience  as  commissioner 
was  very  rewarding  for  me.  I  made  many  friends  and  with 
the  help  of  very  good  people  was  able  to  accomplish  some 
good  things. 

All  of  our  children  are  now  married  with  children  of  their 
own.  Sheryl  Lynn  is  married  and  has  six  children  and  five 
grandchildren.  Scott  has  two  sons.  Steven  Grant  has  four 
children,  Mike  has  six  children  and  Daren  has  four.
